Internationalism:  Alive  and  Well  at  Avila 


Profile  on  Edmee  Galvez—

"Wake  up  to  the  fragrance  of  exotic  flowers.  Build  sand 
castles  on  the  beach.  Let  the  tension  and  stress  of 
everyday  life  slip  away  as  you  relax  and  listen  to  the 
gentle  surf  along  the  world's  second -largest  barrier  reef." 

The  "tropical  paradise"  described  in  this  excerpt  from  a 
travel  brochure  sounds  like  a great  place  to  escape  day-to- 
day  pressures.  Yet,  as  alluring  as  it  may  seem,  one  special 
Avila  student  left  such  a "paradise"  to  come  to  the  United 
States  with  the  goal  of  earning  a college  degree. 

Edmee  Galvez,  a senior  marketing  student  at  Avila,  left 
Belize,  Central  America  four  years  ago.  Motivated  to 
come  to  the  United  States  by  family  already  living  in 
Kansas  City,  she  eventually  found  herself  at  Avila.

"When  I first  came  to  the  United  States  I went  to  visit  New 
York  City,"  Edmee  said.  "The  difference  was  incredible... 
my  calm  little  town  compared  to  the  fast-paced  city." 

From  there  Edmee  moved  to  Manhattan.  Kansas  where  she 
lived  with  her  sister  and  began  adjusting  to  American 
living. 

Before  coming  to  Avila,  Edmee  spent  two  semesters 
attending  evening  classes  at  Pioneer  Community  College 
in  Kansas  City.  "I  enjoyed  the  classes  at  Pioneer,  but 
when  1 decided  to  go  to  school  full  time.  Avila  was  my 
first  choice."  Edmee  explained. 

Although  Edmee  is  very  happy  being  an  Avila  student,  her 
original  decision  to  enroll  resulted  from  the  encourage- 
ment of  several  relatives  who  had  previously  attended 
Avila.  Carlos  Galuez,  Edmee’s  brother-in-law,  was  the 
first  of  Edmee's  family  to  have  graduated  from  Avila.  A 
couple  from  the  United  States  sponsored  Carlos  for  his 
first  year  through  a program  established  by  Catholic 
missionaries  in  Belize  Edmee's  brother,  Mel  and  sister, 
Lizette,  have  also  since  graduated  from  Avila. 

Edmee  credits  her  decision  to  study  at  Avila  to  the  won- 
derful things  her  family  told  her  about  the  school.  She 
recalls  one  story  in  particular  about  her  brother. 


ready  to  quit  school,  but  with  the  encouragement  he  received 


from  teachers  and  friends  at  Avila,  he  made  up  his  mind  to 
continue." 

The  size  of  Avila  was  also  an  influencing  factor.  "I  always 
wanted  to  go  to  a smaller,  more  personalized  college," 

Edmee  said.  "That's  what  I was  used  to  back  in  Belize." 

How  well  is  Edmee  adjusting  to  Avila  and  Kansas  City?  She 
says  that  she  has  "lots  of  help  from  family"  in  adjusting  to 
the  new  culture,  especially  from  her  sister-in  -law,  Cheryl. 

"Cheryl  is  from  the  United  States.  I learned  a lot  from  her 
about  the  way  things  are  here."  Edmee  explained.  However, 
the  transition  to  a new  country  was  not  completely  without 
difficulties.  According  to  Edmee.  some  people  had  miscon- 
ceptions about  her  when  she  first  arrived.  "Many  people 
assumed  Spanish  was  my  first  language  because  I am  from 
Central  America.  People  always  asked  me,  'How  did  you 
learn  English  so  well?"' 

In  actuality.  English  is  the  official  language  of  Belize,  a 
small  country  about  1/8  the  size  of  Missouri.  Belize  was 
formerly  known  as  British  Honduras  and  only  recently 
gained  its  independence.  The  nation  is  currently  in  a devel- 
opmental stage  with  agriculture  and  tourism  as  its  main 
economic  supports. 

"There  are  many  changes  going  on  in  my  home  country," 
Edmee  commented.  "Many  new  businesses  are  starting  and 
modernization  is  occurring.  If  you  have  a business  degree  you 
can  get  a good  job." 

Like  her  sister  who  teaches  science  courses  at  the  high  school 
level  in  Belize,  Edmee  plans  to  return  to  her  home  country. 
However,  she'll  always  appreciate  and  value  her  experience 
here. 

"Avila  is  a great  school.  People  are  friendly:  the  professors 
are  helpful,  and  the  environment  is  great  for  learning  I really 
feel  a sense  of  belonging,"  Edmee  said.  "Even  though  I'm 
anxious  to  return  home,  I will  miss  Avila  and  my  friends 
here."

Continuing  Education  Introduces 
"Women's  Programming"  at  Avila

The  Continuing  Education  Department  at  Avila  College  has 
introduced  a "trilogy"  of  programming  which  focues  on 
women  in  leadership.  Developed  in  response  to  the  increas- 
ing involvement  of  women  in  leadership  and  influential 
positions,  the  first  branch  of  the  "trilogy"  actually  began  ten 
years  ago  when  Avila  introduced  Women's  Leadership 
Institute  (WL1). 

"Avila  is  recognizing  the  growing  need  for  specialized 
counseling  for  women."  Barbara  Engel,  Coordinator  of 
Women's  Programming  at  Avila,  stated.  "The  number  of 
women  in  professional  careers  and  influential  community 
positions  is  significant  and  on  the  rise.  Avila  is  offering 
unique  and  goal-specific  programs  to  help  women  take  on  a 
multitude  of  responsibilities  and  achieve  new  heights." 

The  following  are  brief  synopses  of  Avila's  Women's  Pro- 
gramming triology... 

Women's  Leadership  Institute  was  founded  in  1979 
when  a group  of  women  community  and  business  leaders  set 
out  to  develop  a program  especially  for  women  that  would 
support,  instruct  and  develop  skills  needed  to  be  successful 
and  self  motivated. 

These  women  teamed  up  with  Avila  and  formed  WLI.  a 
15-week  course  designed  to  develop  and  sharpen  networking, 
goal-setting  and  personal  development  skills.  The  program 
includes  professional  speakers  who  address  such  topics  as 


Conflict  Management,  Quality  Circles,  Life  Goals,  Time 
Management,  and  Empowerment. 

Considering  the  Leap  is  one  of  Avila’s  newest  additions  to 
its  Women's  Programming  trilogy.  This  six-week  program 
assists  women  with  various  stages  of  career  progression. 
Instructors  with  in-depth  experience  in  career  assessment  and 
counseling  will  lead  participants  through  such  topics  as  Value 
Clarification  and  Goal  Setting,  Interpretation  of  the  Myers- 
Bnggs  Personality  Inventory,  Decision  Making,  Assertiveness, 
Self  Marketing.  Resume  Writing  and  Interviewing  Strategies. 

W omen's  Entrepreneur  Program,  co-sponsored  by  the 
Small  Business  Administration,  is  a 15-week  business 
development  program  designed  specifically  for  women  who 
have  been  business  owners  for  two  years  or  less,  as  well  as  for 
women  who  want  to  enter  the  world  of  entrepreneurship. 

Major  topics  of  the  program  include  The  Business  Plan. 
Marketing  Strategies,  Finance  and  Accounting,  Human 
Resource  Management,  and  Computer  Applications.  Counsel- 
ing and  mentoring  opportunities  are  available  upon  completion 
of  the  program  which  will  begin  in  February. 

Applications  for  all  three  of  these  programs  are  currently 
being  accepted.

This  quote  exemplifies  the  core  of  Dr.  Montessori's 
program  which  has  been  offered  at  Avila  College  since 
1967,  and  is  now  part  of  a new  format  that  allows  working 
parents  more  flexibility. 


The  Montessori  program  at  Avila  College  will  now  be 
offered  in  coordination  with  Avila's  Child  Care  Center  so 
that  parents  can  give  their  child  a Montessori  education 
but  not  worry  about  picking  him/her  up  during  working 
hours  - the  child  will  go  directly  to  the  Child  Care  Center 
before  or  immediately  after  attending  Montessori  school. 


Montessori  is  offered  on  a full-  or  half-day  schedule.  A 
full  day  runs  from  9:00  a.m.  - 3:00  p.m.  (Optional  child 
care  can  be  scheduled  either  from  7:30  - 9:30  a.m.  or  from 
3:00  - 5:00  p.m.) 


Another  option  is  half-day  Montessori  which  runs  from 
9:00  thru  1 1.45  a.m.  either:  1)  Monday  thru  Friday,  2) 
Monday,  Wednesday.  Friday,  or  3)  Tuesday,  Thursday. 


The  Child  Care  Center  was  started  in  the  Fall  of  1974  as 
a service  to  Avila  student-parents,  and  was  later  extended 
to  include  children  of  faculty  and  staff  as  well  as  Montes- 
sori school  children.  The  program  is  designed  for  children 
ages  2 through  5 and  provides  children  with  supervised 
free  play,  creative  art  and  game  activities,  story  time,  etc. 


The  Montessori  program,  which  is  accredited  by  the 
Association  Montessori  Internationale,  allows  children 
ages  3 through  6 to  actively  leant  at  their  own  pace  while 
being  guided  by  the  Montessori  Directress.  The  children 
are  free  to  work  in  whatever  area  of  the  room  they  need 
for  their  own  unique  development,  whether  it  be  practical 
life,  sensorial,  language,  math,  or  cultural  subjects. 


Avila  College  Montessori  school  is  devoted  to  developing 
not  just  an  academic  child,  but  a well-rounded,  socialized 
individual  who  will  be  able  to  make  a significant  contribu- 
tion to  the  world. 


Children  leam  to  respect  and  understand  each  other's 
uniqueness.  They  are  responsible  for  taking  care  of  their 
own  environments  such  as  feeding  the  pels  and  watering 
the  plants.

Avila  supports  six  athletic  programs  in  an  effort  to  expand 
physical  growth  and  advancement  while  continuing  to 
nurture  academic  standards.  Among  the  exciting  sports 
found  at  Avila  College  are:  women's  and  men's  basketball, 
men's  soccer,  women's  volleyball,  women's  softball,  and 
men's  baseball. 

The  enthusiasm  of  the  Athletic  Department  is  growing  as 
the  anticipation  of  a new  season  of  Avalanche  Athletics 
gains  momentum... 

Women's  Basketball  is  coached  by  Meredith  Wilcox  who 
recently  took  over  as  head  coach.  According  to  Wilcox, 
"The  record  for  last  year  did  not  show  the  abilities  of  the 
team  even  though  we  took  8th  in  district.  This  year  we  plan 
to  push  ourselves  more.  The  team  has  good  unity  and  a 
great  attitude.  We're  ready  to  go!" 

The  basketball  season  spans  both  fall  and  spring  semesters 
with  the  team  playing  1 1 home  games  and  14  away.  The 
first  game  of  the  season  will  be  played  against  Benedictine 
College  at  Benedictine.  Tuesday.  November  14,  at  5:30 
p.m. 

Men's  Basketball  is  being  coached  by  Assistant  Athletic 
Director  Bill  Wiesbrook.  Wiesbrook  states,  "Last  season 
was  a rebuilding  year  for  us  and  this  year  we  will  see  what 
we  have  built.  This  year  we  hope  to  qualify  for  the  District 
Play-offs  in  March." 

The  men's  basketball  players  will  be  participating  in  the 
Kansas  City  Classic  at  Municipal  Auditorium  January  4 - 6, 
and  will  be  hosting  the  Avalanche  Classic  November 
17-  19. 

Their  season  extends  through  both  semesters  with  1 1 home 
games  and  15  away.  The  first  game  will  be  against  Ottawa 
College  at  Ottawa.  Saturday,  November  1 1,  at  8:00  p.m. 

Men's  Soccer,  coached  by  Scott  RoyaJ-Ferris,  began  the 
season  in  August  with  eight  freshman,  the  youngest  team 
in  Avila  history.  However,  according  to  Royal-Ferris,  "It  is 
the  quickest  team  we  have  ever  had.  We  have  excellent 
foot  speed  overall,  where  we  only  have  had  it  in  spots 
before,  and  we  are  extremely  competitive." 

The  regular  soccer  season  ended  with  an  excellent  record  of 
13  wins.  5 losses  and  1 tie. 

Women's  Volleyball  is  coached  by  Joan  Ice  who  com- 
ments about  the  current  season.  "Our  season  looks  very 
good.  This  year  there  are  six  upper-classmen  returning 
which  will  provide  leadership  and  experience  on  the  floor." 


The  schedude  for  this  year  included  four  tournaments,  one  of 
which  Avila  hosted.  The  remaining  schedule  included  six 
home  triangular  matches  and  seven  away. 

Women's  Softball,  also  coached  by  Joan  Ice,  is  facing  only 
its  second  season  in  existence.  According  to  Ice.  "Last  year 
we  played  much  better  than  the  record  shows,  especially 
since  we  were  a new  team.  Now  wc  know  what  to  expect. 
We  have  an  outstanding  returning  team  that  promises  to  be 
very  competitve.  We  are  looking  forward  to  a good  season." 

The  softball  season  starts  in  the  spring  and  will  consist  of  ten 
home  games  and  eight  away,  three  of  which  will  be 
tournament  competitions.  The  first  game  of  the  season  is 
against  Tarkio  at  Avila,  March  6,  at  3:00  p.m. 

Men's  Baseball  is  coached  by  Dave  Klein.  "I  am  optimis- 
tic," Klein  says.  "This  year  I believe  we  can  play  500 
baseball.  500  baseball  is  a tremendous  accomplishment  for  a 
second-year  team  and  will  get  us  into  the  play-offs.  That  is 
our  objective." 

Baseball  season  will  also  begin  this  spring  and  will  include 
appoximately  20  home  games  and  20  away.  The  season 
opener  is  tentatively  scheduled  to  be  played  against  Missouri 
Western  College  at  Missouri  Western,  March  2,  at  1:00  p.m. 

Avila's  sports  network  is  geared  up  and  chomping-at-the-bit 
(or  backboard,  goal,  net  or  plate  - depending  on  how  you 
look  at  it).

It  seems  one  of  the  most  surprising  parts  of  life  is  how 
things  change  - sometimes  so  slowly  wc  hardly  realize  it 
- sometimes  so  quickly  we  tend  to  be  skeptical  of 
accepting  it. 

One  such  change  is  the  cost  of  a college  education.  The 
cost  has  increased  so  much  that  it  is  impossible  tor  a 
student  today  to  "earn  his  way  through  college." 

It  surprises  me  to  recall  that  when  I was  a college  student 
I was  able,  by  working  in  the  summer  and  during  holiday 
breaks,  to  earn  enough  money  to  pay  my  own  way 
through  college.  Today,  when  tuition  and  fees  at  Avila 
total  nearly  $9,000  annually,  a student  working  full  time 
during  the  summer  and  earning  $5.00  per  hour  (two  - 
three  times  more  than  what  I earned  as  a working  college 
student)  would  only  net  approximately  $2,600  during  this 
three-month  period.

Now,  add  an  equal  amount  for  holidays  and  evenings 
throughout  the  school  year  (90%  of  Avila's  full-time 
students  work  while  attending  Avila)  and  you  have 
$5,200.  Arithmatic  will  tell  you  that  college  students 
today  will  fall  short  approximately  $4,000  of  earning 
enough  money  to  pay  their  way  through  school,  and  this 
amount  excludes  books  and  personal  expenses.  No 
wonder  cutbacks  in  federal  scholarships  and  loans  has 
created  a problem  for  so  many  qualified  students! 

The  most  critical  point  becomes  obvious  when  you  look  at 
the  important  roles  college  students  today  will  play  in  our 
futures.

International 


President's  Scholarship  Club 
Membership  Increases  Dramatically 

(PSC  provides  vital  link  to  the  future) 


During  the  last  fiscal  year,  Avila  College  began  a major 
membership  campaign  designed  to  increase  participation  in 
Avila's  President’s  Scholarship  Club  (PSC).  The  purpose 
behind  this  recruitment  effort  was  to  help  offset  the  high 
cost  of  a college  education. 

As  a result,  the  PSC  membership  reached  an  all-time  high 
with  532  members. 

PSC  members  donate  funds  which  are  used  directly  to  aid 
students  who  achieve  high  academic  standards.  "The  money 
donated  by  PSC  members  is  awarded  to  eligible  recipients," 
explained  Cindy  Butler,  director  of  Avila's  financial  aid 
program. 

The  scholarships  awarded  range  from  $400  to  $2500.  Ac- 
cording to  Butler,  nearly  85  students  will  receive  a Presiden- 
tial scholarship  this  year. 

The  vital  need  for  alumni/friends-supported  scholarships  is 
one  that  is  affecting  other  institutions  besides  Avila  College. 
According  to  the  College  Financial  Aid  Annual,  families  are 
paying  a larger  share  of  college  costs  today  than  ever  before. 
In  addition,  student  loans  (money  that  must  be  repaid  after 
graduation)  make  up  approximately  half  of  the  aid  received 
by  college  students. 


At  Avila,  loans  to  students  and  their  parents  nearly  doubled 
between  1987  and  1988.  According  to  Butler,  this  figure 
continue  to  steadily  increase. 

Faced  with  these  facts  and  the  increasing  cost  of  tuition, 
room  & board,  books,  etc.,  Avila  students  appreciate  and 
value  the  support  they  receive  from  the  President's  Scholar- 
ship Club.  Tami  Gast,  a sophomore  at  Avila  and  a PSC 
scholarship  recipient,  sums  up  how  she  feels  about  the  PSC 
when  she  says,  "Basically,  I wouldn't  be  here  if  it  were  not 
for  the  President's  Scholarship  Club  scholarship  I’m  receiv- 
ing." And  Toni  is  not  alone. 

"Scholarships  often  mean  the  difference  between  whether  or 
not  a student  can  afford  an  Avila  education,"  Dr.  Larry 
Kramer,  president  of  Avila  College,  says.  The  significance 
of  these  scholarships  prompted  a unique  membership  drive 
that  will  continue  into  the  current  fiscal  year. 

"People  become  members  of  the  PSC  for  a variety  of 
reasons.  However,  the  primary  motivation  is  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  an  Avila  student  was  helped  ,"  Grant  Thomas, 
vice  president  of  advancement,  said.

"We  are  committed  to  helping  students  understand  a world 
society,"  Tom  Lease,  vice  president  for  student  affairs, 
stated.  This  commitment  is  being  expressed  through  the 
Intensive  Language  and  Cultural  Program  (IL&CP)  being 
offered  at  Avila  for  the  first  time  this  fall. 

IL&PC  is  designed  to  help  international  students  adjust  to 
language  and  cultural  differences  present  here  in  the 
United  States.  Students  from  Taiwan  are  currently 
participating  in  this  program. 

"The  Taiwanese  students  will  not  only  be  trying  to 
improve  their  English  language  skills,  but  they  will  also  be 
adjusting  to  different  classroom  instructional  methods  and 
unfamiliar  American  customs,"  Lease  said. 

According  to  Lease,  the  goal  of  the  program  is  to  prepare 
the  students  for  entering  college.  "While  we  hope  and 
expect  many  of  the  students  to  return  to  Avila,  the 
program  will  prepare  them  for  entering  other  schools  as 
well." 

IL&PC  became  a reality  after  more  than  a year  of  investi- 
gation and  planning.  While  Avila  partiepates  with  TUSK 
(Taiwan  Undergraduate  Studies  of  Kansas),  non-TUSK 
students  will  also  be  allowed  to  participate  in  IL&PC. 

How  do  international  students  find  out  about  Avila?  Lease 
says  that  the  number-one  source  of  international  student 
contact  has  been  through  Avila  alumni  who  have  friends 
and/or  relatives  overseas. 

In  addition.  Avila  is  listed  in  directories  available  at  U.S. 
embassies,  a source  where  it  helps  to  come  first  in  the

Sciences,  was  recently  honored  with  additional 
funding  to  continue  heading  a research  project  titled 
"Responses  of  Herpetofauna  to  Prairie  Management 
Methods." 

According  to  Powell,  "natural  history  is  not  re- 
stricted simply  to  game  animals,  therefore,  the 
Department  of  Conservation  wants  information 
revealing  management  methods  that  affect  some- 
thing other  than  game  animals  such  as  song  birds, 
etc.,  that  are  not  necessarily  productive  in  the  sense 
that  people  do  not  pay  money  to  harvest  them."  Dr. 
Powell's  research  is  concentrating  mainly  on  am- 
phibians and  reptiles  and  will  be  conducted  on  the 
Osage  Prairie  located  south  of  Nevada,  Missouri. 

"Prairies  are  a management  problem  since  there  is 
no  way  to  totally  re-create  the  natural  conditions 
that  maintained  historical  prairies,"  Powell  states. 
Some  of  the  factors  that  cannot  be  re-created  include 
fires  set  by  early  Indians  and  herds  of  bison  that 
roamed  the  prairies  before  they  became  extinct. 

At  the  site  of  Dr.  Powell's  research,  managers  of 
Osage  Prairie  are  subjecting  various  sections  of  the 
prairie  to  different  management  techniques  and  then 
checking  the  effects  on  the  different  forms  of  prairie 
life.  "In  this  way  we  are  doing  two  things:  finding 
out  what  'creepy  crawly'  things  inhabit  the  prairies, 
and  seeing  the  differences  of  management  tech- 
niques," Powell  explained. 

From  already  conducted  research,  Powell  and  his 
staff  have  already  learned  a great  deal.  "We  have 
learned  that  the  prairie  is  very  productive,  more  than 
we  would  have  thought."  At  the  end  of  its  second 


year,  the  research  project  shows  that  22  different 
species  of  amphibians  and  reptiles  co-exist  in  essen- 
tially equal  numbers. 

Due  to  the  drought  of  '88,  the  Missouri  Department 
of  Conservation  has  granted  Dr.  Powell  additional 
funding  to  continue  the  research  project.  Powell  and 
his  Avila  students,  who  take  an  active  part  in  this 
study,  will  continue  to  return  to  the  Prairie  until  this 
study  is  concluded.
